A large clay bank 
which was being dug out for brick mak- 
ing purposes, caved in and crushed in 
the residences of John McCarthy and 
Christopher Tracey.

Mrs. McCarthy was taken from the 
ruins in an unconscious condition, and 
is fatally injured. 
Tracey's wife was

damage to property is about $5,000.

The Ohio on a Itampage aud Doing 
Considerable Damag;e. 


EVANSVILLE, Ind., 
Feb. 27.—The 
river is still rising rapidly, and at 8 
o'clock, last evening, registered 38.8-10 
feet on the guage, which is only one- 
tenth lower than the recent high water 
mark. 
The farmers, who had returned 
to their farms in the bottom lands, are 
again removing their stock to higher 
ground as rapidly as pofeible. -There is 
a largo quantity-of corn along the riv^er 
which escaped-damage by the recent 
rise, but will be reached by the present 
flood: ~";Reports from Wabash7 l^iteV 
and Green rivers and their tiributaries 
are that they are out of their banks and 
still rising rapidly. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, Feb. 27—The river 
continues to rise steadily. At 11 o'clock 
it had reached-fiftjr-four feet, one inch, 
flooding all the railroad tracks entering 
the central station to a depth of twelve 
or fourteen inches. 
Two feet more will 
cause a suspension of feraffic. The 
steamers Kainbow and Boston, both up- 
river boats, are tied up at the water 
works, unable to get under the Newport 
bridge. 
The 17. P. Schenck could not 
get under the suspension bridge last 
night and had to abandon her trip to 
New Orleans.

Oak View, at Washington, Sold for 
Ü140,000. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—Ex-President 
Cleveland has sold Oak View, his coun- 
try 
home, 
to 
F. 
G. 
Newlands, 
the representative of a California syndi- 
cate, which has been buying largely of 
suburban property in this vicinity. 


The price paid was $140,000, which 
nets Mr. Cleveland a profit of about 
$100,000 oyer the price he paid for the 
property and the cost of improvements 
during the four years he owned it.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—Mr.' Paddock 
introduced in the senate to-day a bill to 
amend the act creating a bureau of 
animal industry. 
It provides for the 
appointment of a chief to the bureau at 
a salary of $3,000 per anni^, ¡and for 
the employment of a sufficient force of 
assistants. 


The secretary of agriculture is to pre- 
pare a set of rules and regulations for 
the speedy and effective suppression and 
extripation of contagious, 
infectious 
and communicative diseases of domestic 
animals, and particularly pleuro-pneu- 
inonia. 
These rules are to provide the 
means and manner of investigating to 
determine the existence of these con- 
tagious diseases in any part of the 
United States; to ascertain, enter and 
search places where they are supposed 
to 
exist; for the 
establishment of 
quarantine, and for the slaughtering of 
diseased cattle. 


He is to certify these rules aud regu- 
lations to the executive of each of the 
states and territories, and to invite their 
co-operation. 
When the governor or 
other competent authority shall signify 
his intention to éô-operatè with the ag- 
ricultural department, or when the pre- 
vailing infectious disease can be eradi- 
cated by the purchase of the diseased 
animals, with the permission of the 
owner, the secretary is authorized to ex- 
pend so much of the money appropri- 
ated for that purpose as ho may think 
best to suppress and extirpate the dis- 
ease, provided that if the executive fails 
to CO operate, or it was impossible to en- 
force the rules and regulations, the sec- 
retary may prohibit the transportation 
of cattle out of or into a particular state 
or states. 


The secretary is authorized to make 
the necessary investigation along the 
line of any transportation route on 
\yhich cattle are transported for export, 
and of the dividing Jine between the 
"United States and foreign countries, to 
prevent the exportation of diseased cat- 
tle, and he • may make such arrange- 
ments to prevent such transportations 
as are not consistent with the provisions 
of the act. 


Any officer of a railroad transporting 
cattle contrary to the quarantine order 
of. the secretary shall be subject to a fine 
not less than $100 nor more than $500, 
or imprisonment not exceeding 
one 
year, or both, and the animals trans- 
ported shall be slaughtered. 
Violation 
of the quarantine order by any individ- 
ual shall subject him to a fine of $50 to 
$500, or imprisonment not exceeding 
ten days, or both.

A BOLD FORGERY. 


Christian 
Aimer 
Is 
Arrested by 
Sheriff €reo. H. Tiberg on a 
Very Serious Charge. 


Sheriff G«orge H. Viberg and his 
keen deputy, 
Tom Wilkinson, have 
worked up a case that bears the ap- 
pearance of being a bold though not a 
carefially planned forgery. 


The principal in the case is Christian 
Aimer, a young unmarried man, who, 
for a time, until recently, lived either 
within the precincts of New Haven or 
in that vicinity. 


One week ago Aimer requested Moses 
Ireland, a respectable resident of New 
Haven, to accompany him to this city 
for the purpose of identifying him in 
procuring a loan of $300 on a note. 


This note was signed by himself and 
bore the apparently genuine signatures 
of John and Peter 
Einggenberger, 
Ornish residents of Milan township, this 
county, as security. 
Mr. Ireland com- 
plied with 
the 
request. 
Coming 
to this city and seeking ou£ the office of 
Attorney 
M. V. B. Spencer Aimer 
made known the object of his visit. 
He 
said he wanted to secure the loan to 
pay off an indebtedness on land bought 
by him down in Remington, Jasper 
county. 


Mr. Spencer 
detailed George W. 
Jones to search the financial standing of 
the Ringgenbergers and found them to 
Ije in every way responsible. 


-Spencer-then negotiated the loan 
from President Chas. McCulloch, of the 
Hamilton bank, there being no difficulty 
in raising the money on what seemed to 
be good gilt edged security. 
Aimer 
and his money left the city. 


In the regular business of the bank 
the Ringgenbergers were notified where 
the paper had been placed, and cpming 
post haste to this city they imparted the 
surprising information that they did not 
sign the note and pronounced the signa- 
tures base forgeries. 
, The sheriff was notified, and he quiet- 
ly worked his case. 
He left this city 
Tuesday evening, and found Aimer at 
Kemiiigton yesterday, and placed him 
under arrest. 


Aimer had disposed of the money in 
making a payment on his newly acquired 
land, as he had stated he would do. 


The supposition is that the young 
man, in desperation, committed forgeiy 
on the strength of a hope that he might 
be able to pay the loan when due, thus 
avoiding discovery of the bogus signa- 
tures. 


Sheriff Viberg returns to-day with his 
prisoner.

A Kare Musical Treat Promised for 
March IS. 


The famed Scottish musical organiza-

Presidential Nominations - - Congrress - 
man Atkinson Sworn In. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—The presi- 
dent sent to the senate to-day the fol- 
lowing nomination:

The S<î0,000 New Building; of the Old 
National Bonk. 


The new building of the Old National 
Bank, to be erected at the south-west 
corner of Calhoun and Berry streets, 
will shortly be in course of erection. 


The plans for this building were shown 
to a SENTINEL reporter by Cashier J. D.

The building will occupy 
a ground si^ace of 30x60 foet and will be 
sixty-four feet high.

General

James McCrea, who has been promo- 
ted from fourth to second vice-president 
and general manager of the Pennsyva- 
nia company, wliich owns, or operates 
under lease, all the lines of the Penni^l» 
vania company, began service on the 
Pennsylvania road as rodman, in 1865.

animal industry. It provides for the 
appointment of a chief to the bureau at 
a salary of $3,000 per annum, and for 
tho employment of a sufficient force of 
assistants. 


Tho secretary of agriculture is to pre- 


pare a set of rules and regulations for 
the speedy and effective suppression and 
extripation of contagions, 
infectious 


aud communicative diseases of doine&tic 
animals, and particularly pleuro-pneu- 
monia. These rules are to provide the 
means and manner of investigating to 
determine the exic tsnce of these con- 
tagious diseases m any part of the 
United States; to ascertain, enter and 
search places where they are supposed 
to 
exist; for the 
establishment of 


quarantine, and for the slaughtering of 
diseased cattle. 


He is to certify these rules aud regu- 


lations to the executive of each of the 
states and territories, and to invite their 
co-operation. When the governor or 
other competent authority shall signify 
his intention to co-operate with, the ag- 
ricultural department, or when the pre- 
vailing infectious disease can be eradi- 
cated by the purchase of the diseased 
animals, with the permission of the 
owner, tho secretary is authorized to ex- 
pend so much of the money appropri- 
ated for that purpose as lw may think 
best to suppress and extirpate the dis- 
ease, provided that if the executive fails 
to co operate, or it was impossible to en- 
force the rules and regulations, the sec- 
retary may prohibit the transportation 
of cattle out of or into a particular state 
or states. 


The secretary is authorized to make 


the necessary investigation along the 
line of any transportation route on 
tthich cattle are transported for export, 
and of the dividing Jine between the 
United States and foreign countries, to 
prevent tho exportation of diseased cat- 
tle, aud ho ' may make such arrange- 
ments to prevent such transportations 
as are not consistent with the provisions 
of the act. 


Any officer of a railroad transporting 


cattle contrary to the quarantine order 
of. the secretary shall be subject to a fine 
not less than $100 nor more than 8500, 
or imprisonment not exceeding one 
year, or both, aud the animals trans- 
ported shall be slaughtered. 
Violation 


of the quarantine order by any individ- 
ual shall subject him to a fine of $50 to 
§500, or imprisonment not exceeding 
ten days, or both.

made known the object of his visit. Ho 
said he wanted to secure tho loan to 
pay off an indebtedness on land bought 
by him down in Remington, Jasper 
county. 


Mr. Spencer detailed George W. 


Jones to search the financial standing of 
the Einggenbergers and found them to 
He in every way responsible. 


Jhr."Spencer-then negotiated the loan 


from President Chas. McCulloch, of the 
Hamilton bank, there being no difficulty 
in raising the money on what seemed to 
be good gilt edged security.

and his money left the city.

law act was heard by tho supremo court, 
at Indianapolis yesterday. The case 
comes to tho court on an appeal from 
Kosoiusco county. In the- circuit court 
of that county Philip Snoko brought a 
suit to compel Elijah A. Blue, a school 
trustee, to comply with tlie new law. 
Judge Frazier, who is judge of that 
conrt, decided tho law unconstitutional 
on several points, and not mandatory. 


The case was then taken up by the In- 


diana School book company, ou th'o side 
of Mr. Snoke, and

companies, "which hope to overturn the 
law, became allied with tho other side. 
Attorneys in similar cases in other coun- 
ties wore permitted to lilo briefs in the 
case, and by request of Governor Hovey 
Attorney General Micliener also filed a 
brief in support of the law. By this 
widening out of the case, it is hoped 
all tho questions \\hich have arisen con 
cerning tho law may bo settled at on 
time.
